The following flying activity was observed at Alt-Loonnewits airfield 
between 22 June and 1, July 1952: 


22 June. Betueen: 7 a.m. and lL p.m, flying was practiced by MiG-15s 
which took off in elements of two, The planes flew up the Elbe River. 


23 June. ne 9330 a.m, six Mid-15s practiced formation flying while 
other aircraft of the same type flew individually. Between 9:30 a.m. 

and 6:30 p.m., 58 MiG-15s were counted crossing the field. Four gingle- 
engine planes were parked in front of the second and third hangar from 
the west. A FO-2 biplane was observed in front of the fourth hangar and 
four LiG-15s were in front of the sixth hangar from the west. The out- 
lines of aircraft were observed in some open hangars... Welding noises were 
heard from one hangar. 


ey June. At 10:30 a.n,, two idl5s taxied under their own power from the 


_ hangars to the east end of the runway and teok off at an interval of )0 


seconds, After & minutes, two other -liG-15s took of f at am interval 
of 0 seconds. Another seven slements of two '8h0-15s were observed taking 
off with intervals of 2 to 3 minutes between the individual slements. The. 
18 aircraft headed toward Delzern. Six MiG-15s of the alert flight wera 
permanently stationed north of te east end of the rumvay, 


25 June. Between 6:30 a.m. and noon , 6 to 8 MiG-15s practiced formation 
flying in echelon to the right.

8 July, After 5:20 a.m., the noise of aircraft enzines was heard from the 
field, «4 twin-engine plane wit: double rudder assembly, vhich towed a 
siceve target, took off at 4 a.m. The planc banked to the left over 
Sehmorkendorf and crossed the AA sun emplacement at altitudes of 600 to 
800 meters and sometimes at only 400 meters. The air sleeve was released 
two or three times from an altitude of about 200 meters. It was picked 
two by soldiers who registered the hits. After a flight tine of about 50 
minutes, the plane landec anc. azain took off about 2: minutes later to 
repeat the same practice, After 7 a.m., take-offs wore made by four 
1G-15s which made individual flights, and engazed in aerobatics including 
dives. The planes landed after about O minutes.
